WELSH BIBLES. 


Edition* Through Which the Book Went 
After It* First Translation. 


The date of -the first Welsh Bible is 


specially interesting. It was published 
In the year of the defeat of the Spanish 
Armada, in 1588, and serves to re- 
mind us what poor provision the 
English government made for the edifl-- 


. cation of the Welsh in the reformed 
' doctrines 
Without 
possessing a 


Bible in the vernacular, it was impossi- 
ble for the Welsh clergy or laity to fol- 
low the reformed service, though this 
defect was partially remedied a few 
years earlier by the translation into 
Welsh, of the English prayer book, for 
it must be remembered that at that 
time none of the people of the northern 
Welsh dioceses, and very few indeed in 
the south, spoke or understood a word 
of English. 
This edition is so scarce that there is 


only one copy, and that imperfect, in the 
National library 
How little it wu^ 


used may be gathered from the fact 
that it was not till 1020, thirtv-tno years 
afterward, that a revised edition was 
published. After this time other edi- 
tions appear at intervals of from ten to 
twenty years donn to the year Ib07, 
and at somewhat shorter intervals 
down to 1878, which is the date of the 
last calendar Welsh Bible in the cata-

Register sends that paper full details 
of the recent trouble in Bluefieias. 


On July 4 Gen. Cabezas, Nicaraguan 


commissioner at Bluefields, gave orders 
that no guns should be fired in the 
streets. 
This angered the Jamaica 


negroes, who said the Nicaraguans 
were celebrating. To get ev^n they 
said they would drive the Nicaraguans 
from the place in a week. 
. 


On July 5, twelve Jamaica policemen 


applied for their pay during the month 
of June 
Gen Cazezas offered them 


scrip, saying he had no money 
The 


Jamaicans became furious, rushed 
upon Gen. Cabezas, threw him down 
and choked him severely. lie cried for 
help, and soldiers responded and drove 
the policemen away. 
The same night everyone who could 


get a gun gathered in front of the 
quartet and opened fire on it, keeping1 
it up until daylight, riddling the build- 
ing with shot 
One Jamaican was shot 


through the thigh and several soldiers 
were wounded The Nicaraguans did 
not return the fire 


In the meantime United States Con- 


sul beat and British Consul Hatch 
sent to the Uni ted States steamer Mar- 
blehead for help. On account of the 
rough sea the marines were not landed 
until the next day 


When the steamboat Handy left 


Bluefields on July 16. all the Nicara/ 
guans in the place that could do so 
went on her to Rama city. A party of 
twenty natives and Jamaican* took 
two boats and went across lagoos, six 
miles, to the "bluffs," where there 
were fifteen Nicaraguan soldiers sta- 
tioned. A fight took place in which 
three soldiers 
were 
killed, 
one 


drowned, one wounded, three escaped 
and seven were taken prisoners. The 
Jamaicans captured one gatling gun, 
one four-inch rifle gun, 2TO rifles and a 
lot of ammunition. 


On the morning of July 7 prepara- 


tions were being made to attack the 
Nicaraguans again, when Gen Cabezas 
offered to surrender the place if they 
would send his men to Rama, let them 
keep their arms, recognize him as a 
Nicaragua commissioner and let him 
remain in Bluefields The Jamaicans 
agreed, and Capt O'Neill of the Mar- 
blohead, 
%vas one 
of the signers. 


Afterwards,, Gen. Cabezab tried 
to 


break out, but Capt. O'Neill would not 
consent 
At 1 o'clock the Nicaraguan flag was 


pulled down and the Mosquito flag run 
up. At 3 p. m, the soldiers went 
aboard the steamer Hazel Wright, and 
left for Rama 


The steamer Ilendy was looked for 


on July 8, When it was feared she 
would bring an armv of Nicaraguans, 
but she had not arrived up to July '.)

will be used by some of .the senators 
who have been designated as the "con- 
servatives." 


It is also said that three of these sen- 


ators will make their replies when Mr. 
Voorhees calls up the report imme- 
diately after the reading of the journal

These three are Senators 


Smith, Gorman and Briee., Mr. Hill 
will also speak. 


Mr. Smith, if the rumors about hijm 


•be true, will make a speech in which 
he will warn the conferees that they 
lave violated the faith placed in them 
wk%n they receded from the senate 
amendments and agreed, as has be«a 
reported, that they would accept the 
house schudnlcc on woolens, cottons, 
«tc. He will outline the situation as 
he sees it and will, it "is said, in his 
conclusions, tell the senate, the presi- 
dent, the country and the honsc of 
representatives that they can accept 
the senate bill or no bill at all so far1 
as his vote is concerned. 


Mr. Gorman, who was in close con- 


ference w ith Mr. Jones and Mr. Mur- 
phy all the afternoon, went home as 
soon as the seuute adjourned. It is 
said that he, t«o. will echo the senti- 
ments that Mr .Smith will ntter, and 
will warn the house that if it persists 
in the course adopted by it to-day, it 
will end m defeating a bill which is 
tor the best interests of the whole 
country, and which was the product of 
very serious attention on the part of 
the senate, and formulated as the only 
.bill that could hope to meet with suc- 
cess. Mr Gorman, if the statements 
of his friends mean anything, is more 
firmly grounded in his original plan 
than ever. 
Mr. Brice will have a few words to 


eay about the senate bill, in which he, 
too will join his colleagues in letting 
the'country know that it is the senate

Wll. and not the house bill, that is to 
ultimately become the law of the land. 
There was a rumor about last night 
that the senate democrats were now

MEJfATE. 
, July W.-AJthough tlie 


consideration of tbe Indian appropria- 
tion bill was closed, before the adjourn- 
ment of the senate on Wednesday, so 
fsr as the amendments recommends* 
by the appropriations committee were 
concerned, the bill occupied the atten- 
tion of the senate during all of to-day s 
session. The main cause of delay was 
an amendment offered by Senator 
Squire, to allow the Puyalape Indians 
holding lands in severally on their res- 
ervation near Tacoma, in Washington 
state, to sell portions of them. The 
discussion of this question occupied 
over three hours, and was finally de- 
cided in the negative—the amendment 
being laid on the table by a vote of 26 
to 19. The bill was finally passed. 


The conference report on the diplo- 


matic and consular appropriation bill 
was agreed to, and the statement was 
made by the chairman of the commit- 
tee on appropriations that the two re- 
maining appropriation bills—the sun- 
dry sivil and the deficiency—would not 
be reported to the senate for some few 
days yet. 
The consideration of the Indian bill 


'-was temporarily suspended at 3 p. m., 
when the message from the bouse ask- 
ing a further conference on the tariff 
bill was laid before the senate, fol- 
lowed by an oral report from Mr. Voor- 
hees, chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, to the effect that the conferees 
had not been able to agree. He gave 
notice that he would call the matter 
up for consideration and action to- 
morrow morning; and Mr. Hill fol- 
lowed that up with a motion that he 
would then move to instruct the sen- 
ate conferees to vote to place coal and 
iron on the free list, and would address 
the senate on that subject.

HOUSE. 


The first battle in the open over the 


differences between the houfee and sen- 
ate was fought to-ctey in the house of 
representatives in the presence of a 
large and deeply interested audience. 
For the first time in a month the gal- 
leries were full, and nearly every seat 
on the floor was occupied. 


Hostilities began immediately after 


the journal had been read, when Mr. 
Outhwaite presented an order from 
the committee on rules providing for 
two hours' debate on the report ol the 
conferees on the tariff bill and re- 
stricting action of the house to voting 
on a motion to insist on disagreement 
to the senate amendments in bulk. 


The order was antagonized by Mr. 


Eeed and Mr. Johnson, the latter of 
whom wanted an opportunity to vote 
separately on the sugar schedule. It 
was agreed to without a division, how- 
ever, and then Mr. Wilson, chairman 
of 
the committee 
on ways, 
and 


means (with his face hidden under 
a handkerchief binding a bandage 
about his eyes, in which are seased his 
neuralgic troubles, from which he is 
suffering sorely) reported the failure 
of the conference to agree, and moved 
that the house insist upon its disagree- 
ment 
to the senate amendments 


Speaking to the motion, Mr. Wilson 
gave a very frank statement of the 
differences between the house and sen- 
ate conferees and the reasons therefor 
He was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause from his political associates, 
which arose to the tumultuous «hca 
he declared in favor ol never adjourn- 
ing until the duty on refined sugar had 
been repealed, whatever might be the 
fete of the general tariff bill. 


In conclusion, he had reail a letter 


from President Cleveland approving 
the features of the Wilson bill as it 
passed the house. an« advising the con- 
ferees to stand firm for the principles 
contained in the bill at that stage of 
its existence. 


After further debate by Mr. Reed, 


Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Grow, the motion 
was agreed to, and Speaker Crisp re- 
appointud the conferceb on the ^art of 
the house.

in which was stored 62,000,000 feet of 
illuminating gas. 
To keep the flames 


from reaching this was the hazardous 
undertaking of a large detachment of 
the fire department. The firemen did 
their work well, and although the in- 
tense heat set fire to the cupola of the 
building, the fire was kept from the 
highly inflammable material within. 


Next to the livery stable, toward the 


Seventh-street side, were several frame 
dwelling and a tenement row which, 
with the greater portion of their con- 
tents, were destroyed.
